STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE, ROCKINGHAM, SS. 


To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village district in 
the Town of North Hampton, organized under provision of Chapter 
196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in District A ffairs:— 


You are hereby notified to attend the annual meeting of Little 
Boar’s Head District to be held at the Stotts’ house in said dis- 
trict on the first Tuesday of September next (the 1st day of the 
month) at quarter of seven (6.45) o’clock in the evening, Eastern 
Standard Time (7.45 P. M., Daylight Saving Time), for the fol- 
lowing purposes: 

1. To elect a moderator to preside at said meeting. 

2. To elect a clerk, a board of three commissioners, a treasurer, 
and an auditor for the ensuing year. 

3. To take such action as you may desire in regard to allowing 
the same discount on district taxes as is allowed by the Town of 
North Hampton on town taxes. 

4. To take such action as you may desire in regard to purchas- 
ing new sections of hose to replace worn-out sections, and to ap- 
propriate money for the same. 

5. To take such action as you may desire in regard to the 
preparation and publication of a map and descriptive booklet of 
the precinct, in collaboration with Rye Beach District, and to 
appropriate money for the same. 

6.. To take such action as you may desire in regard to con- 
structing a building for housing one of our hose reels and other 
fire apparatus, and to appropriate money for the same. 

7. To raise such sum of money as may be needed for sidewalks, 
hydrant service, fire protection, street lights, policing, drainage 
and mosquito prevention, shade and ornamental trees, and all 
other district expenses. 

8. To transact such other business as may evel come before 
said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 





| & Sidewalks. 


Early in March the severest northeast storm in over thirty years 
tore a wide gap in the stones at Bass Beach near the Rye Beach 
Fish Houses, completely demolishing some 200 feet of our side- 
walk. A long section of walk was undermined north of the break- 
water by Mrs. French’s, as well as a large part of the sidewalk 
along the sandy beach between the Fish Houses and Bath 
Houses. The Commissioners had the undermined sections 
promptly reenforced, with a view to saving as much of the walk 
as possible. But before the concrete had entirely hardened, 
another storm of shorter duration but greater intensity, on the 
night of Sunday, March 8th, carried away all of the reenforced 
walk north of Mrs. French’s, doing more damage than the storm 
of the preceding week. | 

These two storms left the State Road for the entire length of Bass 
Beach buried under from two to six feet of stones, so that it 
had to be closed to traffic. The State with a steam shovel cleared 
the highway of stones and piled them back into place; and, in 
order to reenforce the barrier beach, dug a deep trench along 
the middle of the pile of stones, filling it in with heavy rock 
ballast carted in by trucks. These operations buried all the side- 
walk the District had left at Bass Beach. The Commissioners 
conferred with Mr. Everett of the Highway Department who 
cooperated with us by having the State level off the top of the 
barrier of rocks, over which the District then had constructed 
a plank walk 1,200 feet long and 40 inches wide at a cost of under 
$400. It is planned to remove this walk every fall and replace it 
in the spring. It is believed that this will be less expensive than 
trying to maintain a concrete walk at this point. 

The District had the large patch of poison ivy by the walk and

II. Fire Appar cine. se 0 "Pek 


The Commissioners have purchased three new fifty-foot sections 
of hose and have condemned one. fifty-foot section. There are 


now five hundred and fifty feet of hose in first class condition 
on the hose reel kept in ex-Governor Fuller’s garage in back of 
his Willow Avenue barn. A new hose reel has been bought and 
is now kept in the Fowlers’ barn. The Town of North Hampton 
has returned four hundred feet of hose to replace the four hun- 
dred feet loaned to it some vears ago. Of this hose three hundred 
and fifty feet are in serviceable condition on the new reel. Of the 
District’s remaining one hundred feet of hose, one fifty-foot 
section can probably be repaired with a repair plug, while the 
other will have to be replaced. New hose wrenches and a hydrant 
wrench have been purchased for the new reel. 


III. Building for Fire Apparatus. 


At the annual meeting the matter of constructing a building for 
housing one of our hose reels and our fire apparatus will be con- 
sidered. The Commissioners will be prepared to report as to 
available locations and cost of building. 


IV. Hydrants. 


The Commissioners have felt that the rates charged us by the 
Hampton Water Works for hydrant service are excessive. We 
recently made inquiry in Concord of the Public Service Com- 
mission as to whether any relief is in sight, and we were informed 
that an investigation of the rates and service of the Hampton 
Water Works had already been initiated by other consumers. 
The Commissioners plan to be represented at the hearings. 


V. Shade and Ornamental Trees. 


The Commissioners had over one thousand small pine trees planted 
along our water front this spring. The trees were supplied free 
of charge by the State Forestry Department in connection with 
a nation-wide tree-planting program in commemoration of the 
200th anniversary of the birth of George Washington. On 
account of the damage done to the Head by the storms of last 
March, it appeared inadvisable to carry out our plans for further 
planting along the ocean front. 
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VI. Drainage and Mosquito Control. 


Mosquito control during the present season has not been as effectu- 
al as last year. This has been largely due to the greater rainfall 
during May and June with the consequent flooding of the marsh 
caused by the lack of an adequate outlet to the sea. This con- 
dition will recur during seasons of excessive rain, at which times 
the main reliance will be upon spraying. It seems that the control 
has been reasonably successful when conditions are considered. 

Approximately 5,000 feet of new ditches were dug last year, besides 
the clearing of a large amount of old ditches. This season approx- 
imately 700 feet of new ditches have been dug to date, and this 
will be materially increased during the fall. 

It is believed that in seasons of average rainfall the mosquito con- 
trol will be satisfactory even with the present drainage outlet. 


VII. Policing. 


The District employed Arthur A. Brown as special police officer and 
watchman during the months of December, January, and Feb- 
ruary. Mr. Brown made the rounds of the precinct at least once 
each day. 


VIII. District Tazes. 


The District tax rate for the current year was $2.50 on $1,000, 
property valuation, less 5% discount for prompt payment. It 
is hoped to keep the rate the same for another year.
